An iron 
pipe six inches i n diameter and twenty 
feet- long was stood on end beside tho 
gns moin^ and then by e a r f u l manipu­ 
lation placed directly. ;oTer the leak, 
Tfaia seny'thc 
leaking gas; sbootbg 
through the pipe and flaming'6.ilt'at the 
top twenty feet in the air. 
Some gas 
lealcedout at the bottom of the pipe, 
but thin waft easily stopped, so the only 
flame was. 
that at the top of tbe pipe. 


Rop^ 
liadtieen attached to the pipe, 
and flnaliy at a gi^en signal tbe ropes 
were yanked and the pipe was thrown 
many feet away from the gas main 
The pipe barried the flame with It.

in the death of Alfred P, Griffith this week the Covlna. valley, and the 
entire ui^per San Gabriel valley, as well as the cftunty and state, lose a citizen 
of more than ordinary value. 


This man was a forceful character—a man who delved deeply and 
painstakingly, often painfully, Into the facts of life on every subject thdt 
confronted him. 
He was a true seeker after truth. 
Such men undoubtedly 
cften Irritate the eaay-golnitr kind, and they make enemieH becaune of their 
RtrenuouB atnnd for truth. But Alfred Griffith was a man to whom any of his 
neighbors might tie in all transactions, straight and above-board, uncompro­ 
mising and sometimes dlctatorlai, but manly. God-fearing, and -a fast frlbnd 
when his love had be^n won, 


Many and many have been the arguments that have taken place on 
the various boards upon which he served In this valley, and they were spirited,' 
but it has nearly always been acknowledged In the end that Grlffllh was 
right, and that he was more far-seeing than his fellows, and that his argu­ 
ments were founded on a knowledge of facts obtained beforehand, rather 
than on hearsay and generalized knowledge. A relative said of him this week 
that ho made a companion of the encyclopedia; that he almost never made a 
statement that he could not. back up by citing authorities, and that bfs posi­ 
tive manner was born of a certainty in his own mind that he was rigfht. This 
1S in reality the true stature of a man. We have too few of these kind. 


Alfred GriRlth's assistance to the beautiful works of Christ's church; 
his generosity froto his full store to deserving charltleis, will m?tke his name 
live for many years. He was a brave, upstanding man, a mental force in his 
community. The people genuinely'mourn his passing, and regret the absence 
of his controlling hand.

From llu^ very dny hoatllltlos o|)encd across the seas poHtai-Havings 
re<:eiplsj began to hicriniKu by leaps and boiuuls and withdrawals fell off, u 
result (piito contrary to th(> productions of many Woll-lnfornied persons who, 
, In their IniHginntion, saw lliios of foviTlsh depositors at post-ofhco pay win­ 
dows anxious to nKaln return tbf'lr savings to the boot-leg and body-belt 
<lepo»itorleH whence tiioy came before Intrusted to UncUi Sam. But the fore­ 
casters failed to reckon on the absolute confldenco of the Amorkan citizen, 
regardless of the flng that first niOt his eyes. In the ability and purpose of the 
government to carry out Its olillgatlons, not only among the nations of the 
earth, but with the humblest citizen of our land, 


Two Important results have followed; tHousands of people, largely of 
foreign birth, accustomed to send lliolr savings abroad, are now patrons of 
our postal-savings system; and enormous sums of actual cash have been re­ 
leased for comuierolal uses among our owu people at a time when the need 
lor every available dollar la pressing. 


The growth of postal savings In the United States has been steady and 
healthy and the system has filled an Important gap between the tin-can 
depository and the i;actory paymaster, On .luly 1, when affairs wore rimnlng 
i^moothly here and abroad and the transmlBsion of money across the Atlantic 
was safe and expeditious, there was approximately $4:1,000,000 of postal sav­ 
ings H i a n d i n g to the credit of about ;188,000 depositors. 
Since then over 
$10,000,000 of depoKlts havo been added and 'the number of depositors has 
increased enormously. This unprecedented gain Is the more striking when It 
Is considered that the not gain In the hist three months Is larger than the 
Kuln for the entire fiscal year 19tt, Scores ol* offices havo done niore postal- 
Kavlngs business since tlio war ha.i been going on than was done by them dur­ 
ing the previous exl8tent:o of tbe service. The "tncroasos are confined to no 
iil)eclal localUios, but have been t'tflt in every nook and corner of the country. 
Now York City alone made a gain in September Qf more than a million, while 
Brooklyn showed a relatively big iiicroaptj. Cliicugo rfc'lioi ttid a larger gain la 
the past three months than tor the previous twelve months. More than 7000 
new accounts wore opened during the period, bringing Ih© number of deposi­ 
tors In that city up to over ^1,000. 


The une^npected Increase in postal-savings business, has not only added 
greatly to the general administrative duties of tbo system, but has brought 
up many uew and iuUiOsillun i)raljlenia which have culled for i.ho careful per­ 
sonal consideration of Postmaster General, Burleson and Governor Dockery, 
third assistant postmaster general.

Tbe 
speaker claims-tbe privilege from tbe 
crown through tbe lord chancellor at 
tbe opening of every parliament, the 
form of request being that tbe com- 
moiis ''may have access to bis maj­ 
esty's royal person whenever occasion 
shall require"

Tbe title of speaker, as applied, some­ 
what to tbe bewilderment of the or­ 
dinary mortal, to the one member oC 
tbe house of commons wlfo never by 
any chance makes a speech, really 
marks his duty of representing bl« 
fellow-members In this way In neces­ 
sary interviews with tbe monarch. He 
is tbe speak^rfor tbem all. 


In the case of members of tbe bouse 
of lords the privilege of audience la 
personal, as the peers are Individually 
hereditary counselors of tbe crown,; It 
need not be exercise through the lord 
chancellor, who, indeed, is nut neces­ 
sarily a member of tbe bouse of lords 
at all.—Ixjudon Cor, New York Sun.
